BIRMINGHAM, Sept. 21.—The battle for the ballot in Alabama’s most im- 
portant county will go into full swing during October when the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Colored People will open its campaign to 2 
3,000 Negro voters in Birmingham by Dec. 31. | 

“We will operate 14 Voters’ Clinics sponsored by 
NAACP branches in the main areas of the city,” said J. J. 


Green, chairman of the registra- < 


tion committee of the local NAA 
CP. “Their purpose is te inform 
citizens concerning the registra- 
tion procedure and prepare them 
to answer questions and present 
the proper credentials before the 
Registration Board.” 

The Registration Board sits in 
the County Court House rigidly en- 
trenched in a discriminatory policy 
which has systematically excluded 
Negroes from the voters’ lists. 


During the August registration 
period, according to Emory Jackson, 
editor of Birmingham's leading 
Negro newspaper, more than 250 
Negroes applied to the Board and 
Only 79 were registered. (200 white 
persons were registered during this 
period.) 

Some Negro citizens with master 
of arts degrees were turned down 
on the “literacy test” which in- 
cluded ridiculous questions such as 
“What would be the proper place 
for a candidate for governor to 


make his first speech?”

the new Dies Committee, the so-called House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities, will open its first public 
hearings next Wednesday. 0 

The committee has followed the trail blazed for it 
by its infamous predecessor. It has begun with an alleged 
investigation of the Communist Party. 


That was the way the original Dies Committee started. 
It began by “investigating” the Communists—and before 
long included in its sweeping witch-hunt the Roosevelt 
administration and the entire labor movement. 


That is the way every witch-hunt starts. The Palmer 
raids after World War I hit at the Communists and the 
foreign-born—and were designed to stem the rising mili- 
tancy of the trade unions. The Fish Committee in 1930 
was intended to stop the developing organization of the 
unemployed. 
So today the new Dies Committee opens a three-ring 
circus to divert the nation from the urgent problems of 
jobs and the human side of reconversion. 


It begins an anti-Communist fishing expedition which 
will soon encompass every trade union leader and every 


progressive figure in political life opposed to the union- | 


busting, wage-cutting program of reaction. 


It attempts to deflect public attention from the real 
danger of un-American activities designed to set veterans 
against workers and to sfir up prejudice and discrimina- 
tion against Negroes, Jews and other minorities. 


These activities are carried on by the Hearst papers, 
which are the unofficial organ of the committee, and by 
its ranking Democratic member, Rep. John Rankin of 
Mississippi. The committee would have to look close to 
home if it were genuinely interested in un-American 
committee activities. 

Let no one think that the committee will long con- 
centrate on the Communist movement alone. This initial 
probe is a menace to everything democratic and progres- 
sive in American life. 


That is why Rep. Vito Marcantonio, as president of 
the International Labor Defense, has protested against it 
vehemently. That is why every trade union and every 
progressive group must demand the end of the witch-hunt 
against the Communists and the speedy dissolution of 
the committee by the House.
